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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In regards to Applicant's arguments that there is 
no predetermined pattern; broadly interpreted a predetermined pattern is any set pattern. Therefore, the phosphorescent additive being 
distributed uniformly throughout the sheet is broadly interpreted as a predetermined pattern of the phosphorescent additive. In response 
to Applicants argument that the lamp shade if Apple is visible when the lamp is on, AppI leant is reminded that in claim 1 refers to the 
after-glow material itself being substantially invisible, not the pattern. Therefore, the lampshade of Apple (even though it is clear) is not 
required to be substantially invisible. Furthermore, amending clai m 1 to recite that the patterned is "configured to display information and 
is substantially invisible when the light means generates the primary lighf does not change the scope of the claim or the rejection as 
stated in the Final Office Action. It does not distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. 



Similarly in regards to claim 12, the phosphorescent additive being uniformly distributed throughout the clear plastic sheets of Apple can 
have a variety of shapes and configurations as stated in the Final Office Action . Similarly in regards to claim 12, the light emitter is what 
is defined by the claim as being substantially inv isible when the light source is on. The light emitter, which is a pattern of after-glow 
material, as defined In the Final Office Action, is the phosphorescent additive, which Is substantially invisible when the light source is on. 
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
